THE TRICENTENARY OF 
CAMOENS. 

Our Portuguese friends will celebrate 
to-night at the Club Lusitano the third 
centenary of Lu‘z de Camocns, the Prince 
of Portugneso poets, The Club bas 
been tastefully decorated. and the band 
of the Brazilian corvetto I’ital de Oliveira 
will bo in attendance. At Macao, the 
Government House, tho Municipality 


! Chamber, and the Grotto will be illu. 


minated and the Band will play in the 
Camoons Gardena, 

We wero favoured to-day with ao 
circular, over the name of Mr J. J. da 
Silva o Souza, containing sumo extracts 
from the Album of tho Comosns Grotto 
at Macao, which is offered to tho mem- 
bers of the Caumoens ‘Tricentennial Com- 
mittoo of Hongkong. In thia circular the 
nume of Sv, Lourenco Marquez, the well 


very prominently, as the first Portuguese 
yentloman who ever thougint of dedicat- 
ing a monument to Camoons, and that long 
before the Lisbon statuo of tho Poet was 
projected, also bearing tribute to his zsal 
in constantly keeping tho Grotto in a 
worthy condition, neithor sparing money 
nor labour in its improvement and em- 
bellishment. A remarkable fact in this 
connection may be observed, ‘hat the 
first monument ever erocted in memory 
of Luiz de Uamoens was orepted at 
Macao, and the inscription was in 
Ohinese characters, which are to the fol- 
lowing effect :—“ To the Sage for oxcel- 
Jence, In talent and virtue the poet 
exceeded all men ; but for envy he waa 
prosecuted ; his admirable poems flou- 
rished immensely ; this monument is 
now erected to tranuwit his memory 
throughout the generations.” 

Amongst the extracts from the Album 
we notice several moro or less known, 
bearing the names of Mary Midleton, 
Sir John Bowring, formerly Governor of 
Hongkong, Don Sinibuldo de Mas, the 
learnéd lave Spanish Minister in China,

We take the following notice of the 
life and works of this great Post, from 
Obambers’ Encyclopedia -— 

Camoens, Huis de, the epic poet of Por- 
tugal, was bora about 1624, at Lisbon, and 
studied the anciont classics ab Coimbra, 
On hig return to Lisbon, he fell in love 
with a lady of honour, Catharina d’Atayada, 
This affair was the beginning of all the 
poet’a misfortunes. Having been banished 
by royal authority to Sontarem, C. joined

TRICENTENARY OF THE DEATII OF CAMOBNS. 
Canton, 9th June. 


We may already say that the Portugucss 
namo destined to live longest in theZgencral 
mind of the world is that of the author of 
tho Lusiada; and yet no adequate translation 
of them has yet been published in English. 
That “none but a poet can translate a 

eet,” ie a truth that, for atudents of Eng- 
ish, bns marked emphasie in the cnse of 
Camoens, for poetsj,rarely attempt to master 
even the language in which his great Epio 
was written, It is stated upon rather un- 
certain authority that the most faithful 
rendering of it is that of Mr Aubertin, the 
last. yolume of which has recently nypeared 
in London, but has not reached us. Some 
examples of it in select passages, however, 
lead one to suspect the error of a tuo literal 
adherence to the text, that indicates the 
inability to infuse the spirit of the original 
into the English version. 

Hitherto, the translation of Mickle, 
published ut. Oxlord in 1778, has been 
considered the most reliable version; and 
its execution is evidently quite con amore, 
in spirited heroic versification, but the uso 
of somewhat of the-homely phraseology of a 
century ugo leaves to fastidioue admirers of 
the great poet’s genius a desire for the 
graces of style that perfect the work of o 
Tennyson, 

The story of Camoens’ life is of special 
interest locally, and particularly at this 
time ;- because he spent several years at 
Macao and- wrote -jortions of the Lusiads 
there and for the reason that rumours of the 
possible severing of the old link that has 
bound the classic shrine of his Muso to the 
Portuguese Crown more than three centuries, 
sound like discordant notes, warning of 
vivlence tu hallowed associations and vested 
rights, such as, if well authenticated, 
should invoke a remonstrance of all the 
Chriatian States of the world, 

Jn that first permanent tureign settlement 
on the const of China, many generations 
of Europeans sleep, and the aesociutions 
linking tho ming uf the West to the spot 
uro countless, Men of © all races and 
all tongues have aummingled there; and 
somo haye been inspired to public expres- 
sion of their emotivus appreciative of the 
genius of the plucc. Camocus has been 
the central object; but the surrounding 
aspect of Nature, the ancient Brotherhoods, 
tbe veneruble churches, the spacious publio 
buildings ond private mansions, the fur- 
treases, and the general picturcaquences of 
the oontiguration, whether of landscape or 
marine view, produced an ensembie impress- 
ing the mind aud memory. : 

Artiste and pocts, cach in his speciality, 
have thus paid tribute tu the genius of the 
place; but I will here only allude par- 
ticularly to those of bir Joho F. Davis and 
Sir Jobn Bowring, that of the former boing 
in Latin, engraved on stone ut the grotto 
of Canioens, thut of the latter being the 
eryatalized interpretation of the cultivated 
thought of his time, in such graceful verse 
as will commend it to you at this time :— 


Sir John Bowring’s Sonnet.to Macao. 
‘Gem of the Orient Earth and opea Sea, 
Macao! that in thy lap and on thy breast 
Hast gathered beauties all the loveliest 
Whiob the sun smiles on in majeaty! 

‘Tho very clouds that top each mountain orest 
Seem to repose there lingering lovingly. 
How full of grace the green Cathayan tree 
Bends to the breeze, aud now tho sands are
